Without doubt, the most ominous manifes- 
tation of the current Marxist-led Black Revo- 
lution is the so-called “Poor” People’s March 
on Washington.

of the King assassination. We quote a recent 
speech addressed to Congress: 

“Hundreds of thousands of Americans want 
to know why some 20 hours elapsed in Wash- 
ington, D.C. before the federal troops were 
called to offer an image of concern over the 
wholesale burning and looting. 

“I feel strongly that the House owes a duty 
to every American citizen to ascertain why, 
in the federal District of Columbia, the head- 
quarters of the government of all our people, 
immediate effective action was not taken to 
protect life and property. For this reason I 
am today introducing a resolution calling for 
an investigation of this matter by a Select 
Committee to be composed of members of 
both parties appointed by the Speaker.” 

So that we may still have the right to live, 
let us back Congressman Rarick in every 
way. The March may result in violence far 
worse than that which broke out eae 
after Kings death.
